Tue President’s condition yesterday was 
much more favorable than on the previous 
day or Saturday. At the evening dressing 
his pulse had fallen to 100, and the tempera- 
ture to 98.6. So favorable was the report of 
the physicians, Drs. Bliss and Agnew, that 
the Cabinet officers, with the exception of 
Secretary Kirkwood and Attorney-General 
Mac Veagh, left for the White Mountains for 
a few days’ much-needed recreation. The 
surgeons and ‘attendants were appar- 
ently well pleased with the condi- 
tion of the patient, who expressed 
himself as feeling much better. Dr. Bliss 
stated quite positively last night that there 
was no danger of the formation of a pus- 
cavity in the lungs. ‘The fall in the patient’s 
temperature was, to his mind, suflicient 
proof in that regara. The dullness mani- 
fested in the lungs he attributed to a limited 
lobular iuflammation. The glandular swell- 
ing has entirely subsided, and there remains 
unhealed only a very small opening where 
the last incision was made. The cough has 
almost passed away, and the substance which 
the President expectorates is of a healthy 
character.

Tue steamer Columbia, from Chicago to 
Collingwood, was lost about six miles from 
Frankfort, Mich,, during the fierce gale of 
Saturday night. All the passengers anda 
portion of the crew, from fifteen to twenty 
persons in all, were lost. Seven of the erew— 
the steward, two firemen, and four deck- 
hands—were saved. It is stated, on appar- 
ently good authority, that the vessel might 
have weathered the gale had she not been 
overloaded.

The Re- 
publican majority is therefore 4,541, against 
a Republican majority of 1,687 last year. The 
Pine-Tree State has returned to its alle 
giance. 


CHICAGO is contributing liberally towards 
the relief of the sufferers by the Michigan 
forest fires. The Board of Trade members, 
true to their record, have given generously:

AS A FREIGHT-TRAIN on the Philadelphia

to the woodwork, gave way, precipitating 
the entire train into the ravine beneath. The 
engineer, William.Kipperly, and the fireman, 
Charles Parks, were killed, and two tramps, 
who were stealing a ride in the cars, are also 
supposed to have perished. The loss of wer- 
cliandise was very great. 


. Tax Ontario farmers are suffering much 
from the continued drouth. The pastures 
are parched, and cattle instead of fattening 
are falling off in flesh. The winter stock of 
fodder is being drawn on to keep them in 
condition. In some places cattle are dying 
for want of water, and the ground is so hard 
that fall plowing is so farimpossible. Forest 
fires, especially in the neighborhood of Parry 
Sound, Strafford, and Otterville, have done 
great damage. A million dollars’ worth of 
timber is reported to have been destroyed in 
the neighborhood of Parry Sound alone. 


A LYNCHING mob numbering about 100 
surrounded the jail at Dardanelle, Ark., re- 
cently and took therefrom two murderers 
named Taylor and Bruce, put. ropes around 
their necks, dragged them into the streets, 
and hanged them. The execution is described 
as a very brutal affair, and yet it is stated 
that public sympathy is with the lynchers, as 
it is considered that too longatime elapses 
between a crime and the punishment of the 
criminals when the ordinary court proceed- 
ings are resorted to, and, besides, that there 
are too many loopholes for the escape of 
criminals. 


In the absence of Secretary Blaine, Attor- 
ney-General Mac Veagh sent the telegram on 
the President’s condition to Minister Lowell 
last night. Mr. MacVeagh says that the 
patient’s wound and the incisions made by the 
surgeons are looking better, that heate a con- 
siderable quantity of food with relish yester- 
day, that the parotid gland may be consid- 
ered substantially well, that the President 
feels in much better spirita, and that his 
pulse is firmer and better than it has been 
for many days. The only cause of anxiety 
seems to be the condition of the right lung, 
and that will cause anxiety for some days to 
come. 


SerotT. MAson’s attempt to shoot Gul- 
teau is not viewed with a very alarming 
amount of abhorrence or even indignation. 
Assistant-Adjutant-General Ruggles said 
yesterday that Mason will be turned over to 
the civil authorities of the District of Co- 
lumbia.

Lone Brancu, N. J., Sept. 12.—The Presi- 
dent’s condition is as fitful as the sea that 
surges beneath the bluffs at his feet. One 
day it is smooth and placid, and the next it is 
lashed in its fury by a storm. Y 
there were few who were not despondent, 
and who did not fear that another. terrible 
complication had come. Today it has been a 
bright day at Elberon. After a night that 
was unusually restless, he has had a 
which some of his attendants pronounce 
best day he has had for weeks.

No PERSON can examine the viaduct con- 
structed by the Illinois Central Railway 
Company over its tracks at the foot of Ran- 
dolph street without mentally comparing it 
with the flimsy, temporary, and disgraceful 
structures of the same kind heretofore con- 
structed by the eity. It is full time that Chi- 
eago should abandon the policy.of cheap- 
ness in present cost in the matter of street- 
paving and in the construction of viaducts. 
This policy is in the end the moat costly. 
‘The city is just now really in the infaney of 
a system of viaducts that has become a ne- 
cessity.

The Iliinois Central viaduet 
is an illustration of what may be done in the 
way of viaducts, and in making them an or- 
nament rather than a disfigurement to the 
streets. Substantially, all the streets in 
the West Division running north and 
south will have to besupplied with viaducts, 
andon many of them there will have to be 
two viaducts. Something wiil have to be 
done to relieve the streets leadme to and 
from the South Division. In ten years from 
this time the streets in the busivess part of 
the city will not accommodate the street- 
ears, even if all other vehicles are excluded. 
There will have to be improved and increased 
modes of communication, or the streets will 
soon be blocked. The viaducts will go a 
great ways in relieving this trouble in those 
parts of the city where the steam railways 
are in operation, and these viaducts should 
be made durable in all particulars, and at 
the saine time relieved of the architectural 
parbarities whieh distinguish some of those 
already constructed.

THE TAX ON TOBACCO. ~ | 

Senator Cameron, of Pennsylvania, is not 
noted for his knowledge of the elementary 
principles of finance, If he represented no- 
body but himself his views on any public 
question would be unimportant.. But he is, 
for the time being, the spokesman and part 
ot the voting-power of the Pennsylvania 
school of economists. He represents the 
Pennsylvania idea. His notions of revénte- 
reform have a temporary interest because 
thev have been imparted to him by the long- 
headed members of his party at home, among 
whom his venerableand sagacious father de- 
servedly holas a high place. 

Mr. Cameron js in favor of revenue-reform. 
He is not to be outdonein this respect by 
anybody. But his ideas of what should con- 
stitute true revenue-reform are slightly dif- 
ferent from those of the Free-Trade League. 
In conversation with a reporter on a hotel- 
piazza, the other day, Mr. Cameron defined 
his policy. He isin favor of reducing taxa- 
tion, “because we are paying the debt too 
fast.”” He is opposed to any reduction of the 
duties on imports. ‘He-advocates the aboli- 
tion of the tax on tobacco, which brings ina 
revenue of $40,000,000 a year. He said on 
this point: : 

You see, every sailor on that steamer smokes 
and chews. Every manon that piazza smokes. 
Every boy smokes. All the farmers chew to- 
baceo, All miners, laborers, deck-hanas. and 
mechanics use tobacco in some form, and they 
oe taxonit. Now, take that off, and ali 


consumers at once perceive the light- 
ening of the ioad. 


Mr. Cameron did not say why, in his judg- 
ment, ““we are paying the debt too fast.’’ 
But he desires. the abolition of the tobacco 
tax for the alleged purpose of “lightening 
the load” upon the consumers of tobacco. 
Now, it is a natural inquiry, Why should the 
consumers of tobacco be entitied to a prefer- 
ence in this respect? Are they more de- 
serving than ether classes of the people ? Or 
is the tax imposed upon them economically 
less defensible than that levied upon pig- 
iron, for example, or paper, or blankets ? 

The tobacco tax~is voluntary. Nobody 
need pay it unless he chooses. If the tax is 
bardensome it may be avoided. The con- 
sumer may stop the use of tobacco. It is 
not necessary to life or comfort. Moreover, 
it is not an article ot universal consumption. 
Women and children, for the most part, do 
not use it, and more than half the male 
population are not habitual consumers of 
tobacco. Boys should not use it, though 
Mr. Cameron says they do. If tobacto- 
using Is not a vice it is an indulgence. Hence 


| the tax on tebacco is economically one of the 


soundest and most justifiable that can be 
levied. It does not enhance the necessary 
cost of living. But it does put a premium 
on thrift and abstinence. or moderation. 

The tobacco tax is a good one, in the second 
piace, because it is easily and cheaply col- 
lected, and evasions of it are difficult. Senator 
Cameron does net propose to abolish the tax 
on imported tobacco, which gives some 
trouble to the Collectors. The taxes on do- 
mestic tobacce are levied in the manu- 
factories. The penalties for fraud can be 
swiftly and certainly imposed, and they are 
so severe that no person having a large capi- 
tal invested in the business can afford to in- 
cur them. Every manufacturer who pays 
the tax has a motive to assist the reventie 
officers in collecting it as against all com- 
pétitors. Finally, the tax is indirect. It is 
paid by the consumer, and the burden of it 
is not felt. The manufacturer transfers it to

INSANITY AND INTEMPERANCE 

Among the papers read before the Social

last week which were of a practical charae- 
ter was upon the care of the Insane and 
the reformation of drunkards,. prepared by 
Dr. Walter Channing, of Boston, which Is of 
general interest. Dr. Channing claima that 
the increase of lunacy Is not so great as it 
has appeared to be, because greater diligence 
is used in searching out lunatics than here- 
tofore, and the treatment has also improved. 
So far as their treatment is concerned, Dr. 
Channing says that, although insanity is a 
disease of the brain, the subject. cannut be 
cured by medicine or mere hospital care. 
The treatment must be as complex as the 
moral, social, and physical treatment of the 
world at large. Upon this: point Dr. Chan- 
ning says:

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As to the cure aud reformation of drunk- 
ards, Dr. Channing also presented some very 
practical id He claims that the cure of 
the drunkard must be abstinence. An in- 
ebriate needing care, he believes, should be 
proceeded against like an insane person. 
Upon sufficient evidence the courts should 
commit the Inebriate person to a refermato- 
ry, specifying the length of time fer treat- 
ment, which would certainly be an improve- 
ment upon the present useless practice of 
sending an inebriate toa jailor bridewell, 
where he has no treatment at all, and as 
sooh as he gets out rushes into drinking 
with an appetite all the more furious owing 
to enforced abstinence forafew days. Dr. 
Channing lays great stress upon sufficient 
time for curing, and on this necessity, as well 
ason the kind of reformatory to which he 
should be sent, he says: 


This reformatory should be entirely unlike 
any institution in this country. The re- 
sults of a n of treatment are seen in 
the Reformateory for Women at Sherborn, Maas., 
Where 230 inmates are entirely nianaged by 
women. Four grades are made of the prison- 
ere, avoording to g°od behavior marks, aad it is 
found that nearly all are eager to get into better 
grades. The treatment a reformatory for 
inebriates would principally consist of work of 
various kinds. A echvol, chapel, bowling-alley, 
billiard-room, and other things to interest and 
amuse should be provided. It should be un- 
der the management of a large staf of med- 
ical otlicers. At least three years would be re- 
quired probably to make the treatment effect- 
ive. It is hard to remember, ahd frequently we 
find the drunkard ange his friends josing sight of 
the fact, that chronic inebriety so seriously un- 
dermines the health that often a period of years 
of abstinence is necessary before the nervous 
system may be said to be sgufficientiv strong tw 
ar any unusual strain, 


The suggestions made by so eminent an 
authority as Dr. Channing deserve to be 
wel! considered. His classification of insane 
persons is specially important, and the stress 
he lays upon separate institutions for their 
treatment is none too strong.. Nothing can 
be a greater obstacie to the treatment of 
lunatics than their association with inebri- 
ates and paupers, as too often obtains. The 
hint for the treatment of inebriates also 
seems an important one. It is one of the 
niest vital questions of the time and appar- 
ently one of the most hopeless. It has 
been approached without much courage and 
with still less skill, and any well-considered 
recommendation made by one who has stud- 
ied the subject closely deserves trying at least. 
As all other methods have failed, it cannot 
do any worse, which, if it should be only 
partially successful, some advance will have 
been made towards a final solution of the 


problem.

THE MISSOURI ROBBERIBS. 

We published yesterday the plaintive ap- 
peal of the Missouri Immigration Society to, 
the people of St. Louis, imploring them to 
contribute money to beexpended in inducing 
immigration from Europe, Asia, and other 
parts of the globe to fill up the State of 
Missouri, and thus furnish a population with 
which St. Louts ean build up apermanent 
trade. We hope to see this migration pros- 
per, but we very much fear that ro amount 
of money can induce people to go to the 
State of Missouri so long as the State author- 
ities tolerate the railroad robberies, which 
render it unsafe for emigrants and all other 
people to travei througp that State, Organizea 
banditti for many years infested the mount- 
alin passes of Italy, and travelers in that 

were constantly subjected te rob- 
bery; occasionally a family, or the head 
of it, was taken prisoner and held 
until ransomed. The Italian Government, 
however, has broken this business up in that 
country, and it has been transferred to 
Greece. The robbery of travelers has long 
been practiced in Mexico, but even there the 
progress of civilization has done much to put 
anendtoit. The practice is now mainly 
confined te the State of Missouri, and the 
Governor of that State confines his interfer- 
ence to firing proclagations at long distance 
requesting the boys in Missouri not to do 
that thing any more. ’ 

The occurrence of the robbery of a train in 
Missouri some months ago was noticed by 
every paper in Europe, and the comments 
on the civilization of the State of Missouri, 
which rendered such a thing possible, have 
not been complimentary. The recent repeti-

Missouri is now dis- 
graced in the eyes of mankind by these train 
robberies, and Missouri must bear that dis- 
grace unless her people and her officers shall 
act so vigorously that life and property, 
eadecially on the highways, shail be as safe 
in that as in any other. It is idle to 
talk about peopling tp the countiesof Mis- 
sour! when any game of rufflans can with 
pertect impunity raid the towns, the farm- 
houses, the public highways, and the rail- 
road trains, and find protechon in the com- 


munities where they belong. 


THE MINWESOTA BOND CASE. 

The Supreme Court of Minnesota has re- 
cently made a desision for which it is enti- 
tled to universal thanks. That State con- 
tracted a debt some twenty-five years ago 
and issued its bonds therefor. Subsequent- 
ly, after paying interest thereon for a few 
years, a technica] ebjection to the validity of 
the bonds was discovered and payment of in- 
terest was stopped. There was never any 
serious diffienlty a3 to the merits of the debt, 
it was justly and honestly due, but the 
weakness which induces men to avoid honest 
payment upon a legal quibble was too strong 
in the then infant State, and Minnesota was 
permitted to take a place among the repudi- 
ating States. By way of clinching this repu- 
diation an amendmént was made to the State 
Constitution prohibiting any legislation look- 
ing to the payment ef the debt unless the law 
for that purpose was submitted to a vote of 
the people and was approved by them. 

Some years later a bill authorizing the 
payment of these bonds at the reasonable 
terms offered by the holders was submitted 
to a vote of the people, moréthan one-half 
of whom had become citizens after the debt 
had been contracted, and the law was voted 
down. The State could not be sued, and the 
unpaid debt has been a scandal and a re- 
proach to Minnesota ever since. “At the Jast 
session of the Legisiature the creditors, who 
have become impovérished by the bad faith 
of the State, offered to accept what would 
be about 50 per cent of the debt, and the Leg- 
islature passed a law submitting the accept- 

of this offer toa vote of the people, 
subject however, toa preliminary submission 
to the courts of the question whether this 
law, even if ratified by a vote of the people, 
would be constitutional. 

The court has manfully and bravely met 
this question, and by inference has pointed 
out to the people of Minnesota the injustice 
of their long delay in providing for the pay- 
ment of these bonds, It has decided that in 
issuing the bonds the State had eutered into 
a contract to pay them according to their 
tenor, and that the amendment to the State 
Constitution was In violation of the National 
Constitution, which prohibits any impair- 
ment of contracts, and was, therefore, void. 
The constitutional amendment which made 
any law providing for the payment of these 
bonds dependent on its approval by a vote 
of the people was therefore unconstitutional. 

This decision sweeps away all the machin- 
ery wiich has involved this claim, and re- 
mands to the Legislature the direct question, 
** Will the State of Minnesota pay this debt, 
which it honestly owes, and which if not due 
by a State could be enforced by a judicial 
judgment?” The people of Minnesota 
should feel grateful to the Supreme Court 


Legislature to provide for the payment of 
these bonds without further delay, and thus 
relieve the State of Minnesota from the re- 
proach of dishonesty which has existed so 
many years,

A TALK WITH ROUSTAN. 
: Speetal Cable. 

Parts, Sept. 12.—The Herald's special 
says: M. Roustan, the French Minister at 
Tunis, who is still stepping here, has just 
favored me with an interview at the Grand 
Hotel, during which I obtained the foliow- 
ing intefesting Information respecting the 
present state of aifairs in the Regency.

These mud 
cabins are rapidly oO l visited 
one yesterday, built of sed and thatched 
with straw. Iithad no window. There was 
no chininey—only a hole inthe thatch.

‘alley Railway, ae well as for public roads 
and rivers.” 

* This is a general complaint,” they write, 
“along this line of railway, terminating at 
Straporiar, County Donegal, and Strabane, 
County Tyrone. The tenani-farmers along 
this route have frequently and respecttully 
petitioned their landlords to reducé their 
rents proportionately on this account—but to 
no purpose. Acting on their own assumed 
prerogatives, the landiords turn a deaf ear to 
their tenants’ appeals for a reduction of rent 
on account of abstraeted ground; but in- 
stead they have puton usc greater burden 
by raising our rents latterly tn 1876, as well 
as making us pay for railway ground, ‘The 
Rev. Kobert Delap is the landlord who in- 
flicts such hardships on us.”’ 

Mr. Gladstone’s reply, through a secretary,

He wasa young 
man of exceptional talent and tireless energy. 
and gave promise of becoming the greatest 
criminal lawyer in Georgia. He has been 
employed in every great murder case tried 
here since he became Knewn, and his success 
has been marvelots. He saved the life of 
Jacob Stafford after he had been twice con- 
victed. He saved the life of Julia Johnson. 
Ile ee to the line of defense in the cele- 
brated case of Sam Hill, who killed Simmons. 
Ilill was convicted, but Jeffreys, single- 
handed and alune, saved him from a penalty 
worse than death by having him transferred 
from the Penitentiary, to which he had been 
sent for life, to the lunatic asylum, where he 
belonged. Richard Jeffreys married Miss 
tlattie Gould, of Augusta, one of the richest 
and most accouplished belles in the State. 
The marriage turned out unhappily, and the 
friends of the dead man claim that the con- 
dition of mind which drove him to self- 
destrnetion was caused by marital Infelicity, 
and this is the universal impression here, 
where fer years Mr. Jeffreys has lived tn the 
same house with his wife and her mother.

A Serious Warning to Our Farmers.

extraordinary importance: 

To the Editor of the Sun—Sirn: Please inform 
me what the inciosed insects are. The wornis I 
found in some old wheat, and the ties around 
the sides of the granary. They begin to fly 
about 6 o'clock in the evening, and then settie 
down by the sides of the bin. Arce they in any 
way connected? And will they do any barm to 
the wheat? OLD SUBSCRIBER. 

We regret that the writer of the above 
omitted his post-office address in his nuwte, 
because itis quite important that our read- 
ers should know from what part of the coun- 
try noxious Insects are received, that they 
may be on the lookout for the same species. 

The small silky moths, of which our cor- 
respondent sends us specimens, are the 
parents ef the worms found in his wheat: 
and, furthermore, they are among the most 
destructive insects known, being no other 
than the noted Angoumols grain-moth 
(Gelechia cercaletla), 30 named because 
tirst discovered tn the Province of Angou- 
mois, France, about 150 years ago, 

This insect has already caused the destguc- 
tion of thousands of bushels ef corn, wirtat, 
and other kinds of grain in this country, and 
from present appearances it wlll soon make 
the keeping of grain over winter a very difli- 
cult matter in the United States, because the 
moths deposit their eggs on the grain in the 
fall soon after it is harvested, the worms 
work on it ail through the cola weather, as 
well as in summer, when stered in bins or 
granaries. If the Government or the farur- 
ers of this country could arrest the progress 
of this insect b “oy ing $5,000,000 at this 
time, it would investment ever 
made by our peopie. 

We have been watching the progress of 
this pest for the past ten years, and find that 
it has become pretty well distributed over 
nearly all the erele-croes regions in both 
the Northern and thern States. As early 
as 17 this same graimmoth was so de- 
structive in some parts of France as to nearly 
cause a famine among the

A TERRIBLE DISASTER. 
FOUNDERING OF THE PROPELLER COLUMBIA. 
Saturday night, between 11 and 12 o'clock, 

during the great gale, the propeller Columbia, 
of the New Engiand Transportation Line, 
foundered in Lake Michigan, about six miles off 
Frankfort, Mich. The calamity was undoubtedly 
due to the shifting of her cargo, which con- 
sisted of 20,000 bushels of corn and sundries. 
The Columbia was what was termed a “ canaler,” 
and ber actual safe carrying capacity did not 
exceed 17.000 bushels. Of her cargo of 20,000 
busbels of corn 3,000 bushels of it was on deck, 
and it was this extra corn that undoubtedly sent 
‘the unfortunate steamer to ber doom. A dis- 
patch from the steward of the Columbia to the 
agent of the line in this city, from Frankfort, 
says that ali on board were lost except tbe two 
firemen, four deck-hands, and himself. 
lt is su pposed that the number 
lost is between fifteen and _ twenty, 
including Capt. Maicomson, First-Mate Robert 
Maicomson, First-Engineer William Crosby, 
Second-Engineer William Miffin, Fireman 
George Benten, William Shannon, a young son 
of the Captain, Harriet Simmons, Miss Fannie 
Fitzgerald, of this city, aod eight other passen- 
gers whose names are not Known. Five bodies 
washed ashore yesterday, and were recognized 
as the remains of the Captain, First and Second 
Engineers, Miss Fitzgerald, and an unknown 
youog man. The steamer was bound from Chi- 
cago to Collingwood, Canada. From the begiu- 
ning of the storm trouble had been 
experienced in keepiig ber trimmed, but 
at 10:45 o‘clock her whole cargo went 
out of place. There being no hope, 
the Captain set about taking his crew 
and gers off. Ali gotaway in small boats, 
and ail wouid bive been saved, but the boats 
contuining the Captain and engineer capsized. 
The names of thuse who are safe are Jobn 
Moore, James Wright, Daniel McFee, James 
Baker, Joha Fagan, Thomas Lee, and Frank 
Haurahas. The Columbia was almost a new 
boat, an@ in the Lioyd’s is classed as A 144. Her

Her carro was consigned to parties at Ogdens- 
burg, N. Y..by J. B. Hobbs & Co., of this city.

The cargo was insured in the Phcenix Company 
for $14,000.

If ber owners wish 
to carry more than! consider safe they can get 
some one elseto run her. [t is all well enoveh 
to talk about good weather, but no one kaows 
w a bad day will set in, and I don’t propose 
to risk my life and those piaced under my churge 
to satisfy the greed of owners who are sate at 
home on shore.”” The Columbia's fate should be 
awarning. May it be heeded from this time

COLLINGWOOD, Ont... Sept. 12.—The nows re- 
ceived to-day of the loss of the propeller Uo- 
lumbia spgead like wild fire and caused cun- 
sternation among the friends of the crew, the 
majority of whom reside bere. One unfortun- 
ate woman, whose husband was on board, on 
bearing the news aud seeing no mention of her 
husband's name xumong the survivors, rushed 
to the iake and threw herseif in. She 
was. however, rescued. At 1 o'clock, when 
a fuller dispatch had been received, 
the sight around the telegraph oflice 
where the widows and children of those on buard 
were anxiousiy waiting for new#?, was heart- 
rending. The Columbia was 408 tons burden. 
was built by Robinson, of Hamilton, in 1873, and 
‘was owned by John and Hugh Fairgrieve, 
of that city. Sbe was thoroughly 
overhauled last winter, and was in every re- 
spect stanch and seaworthy. The Columbis 
was’ valued by the underwriters at $24,000, 
and was insured in various companies to 
the amount of $15,000. Capt. Malcomson, 
her commander, his son Robert, the first Mate, 
hailfrom St. Catharines. Ont., and the former 
 jeaves a wift six children, the seventh 
having gone down with him. The wajority of 
the rest of the crew. are citizens 
of Collingwood.

THE CHARLES K. NIMS SUNK BY THE DAVID

GRAIN ELEVATOR AT FLEETWOOD, ENGLAND.

MONTREAL, Sept. 12.—It will interest the grain- 
shipping trade to know that a new grain port is 
soun to be opened up in England by the erection 
at Fleetwood, in Lancashire, of a mammoth 
grain elevator of over a million bushels capaci- 
ty. The building of this elevator is.rapidly pro- 
ceeding. lt is to be fitted with all the most re- 
cent appliances and improvements for elevating 
grain direct from ships, including machinery 
for elevating, weighing, cleaning, and storing 
grain in deep bins, on the American system. 
Fieetwood connects by ruilway witb all parts of 
England, and the enterprise, which is the first 
in England on such a complete scale, is lik@ly tu 
attract a considerable share of the grain trade 
to Fleetwood harbor and docks. The whoie of 
the machinery for this mammoth elevator has 
been designed and is bemg built by Hick, Har- 
greaves & Co., engineers, of Bolton, Lancasbire. 
It includes 600-horse-power Corliss engines 
and steel boiliers. The same firm built the 
Corliss engine and steel boiier for the St. Law- 
rence Grain Company's floating elevator in this 
harbor—the most powerful floating grain ele- 
vator in Canada.

LEXINGTON RACES.

LEXINGTON, Ky., Sept. 12.—In spite of the 
world, the tiesh, and the devil, drouth, half 
harvests, and the prognostications of croak- 
ers, the fall meeting of the Kentucky Asso- 
ciation opened today. The attendance was 
very fine. The stands were not full to over- 
flowing, but they were well filled. The 
weather was charming, and, thanks to the 
excellent management, the course was in 
much finer condition than had been antici- 
pated. Everything looked promising for a 
fine day’s sport, and the promise was kept. 
The first race on the program was for a purse 
of $250 for all ages, one mile, with eight to 
start. In the pools before the race Lizzie S. 
brought $25, Patti $16, Maretzek $8, Himyar 
$10, and Edison, Annie G., Vera Cruz, and 
Waterloo in the field for $6. A good deal 
was thought of Vera Cruz, and just before the 
start many began to hedge on him. The old 
horse appeared to be in good condition, and 
was likely to give trouble. Aftermany false 
starts, in which some of the younger animals 
behaved abominably, the starter, Col. 
Waters, tapped the drum, and away they 
went, with Maretzek in the lead, Lizzie 8S. 
second, Patti third, Himyar fourth, Edison 
fifth, Annie G. sixth, Vera Cruz seventh, 
and Waterloo eighth. Patti set the pace im- 
mediately, and went to the front on the turn 
as if determined to make it a hot race 
throughout. At the quarter she led, with 
Maretzek seeond, Lizzie S. third, Himyar 
fourth, Annie G. fifth, Edison sixth, and 
Waterloo seventh. About the furlong pole 
Vera Cruz, who was surging ahead from his 
place in the rear, ran against the fence and 
fell with his rider. The boy escaped with- 
out injury, but the horse suffered 
two wounds from the splintered timber, 
which will probably cause his death. 
There was no time, however, to be spent at 
that instant in sympathy for the fallen. The 
battle was on and the fight was in progress. 
The other racers dashed on their career to 
the half-mile pole, when Patti still held the 
lead, with Maretzek second, Lizzie S. third, 
Himyar tourth, Annie G, fifth, Edison sixth, 
and Waterloo last. In the next quarter Liz- 
zie was called upon for some of her reserve. 
She answered well, and came up to second 
place, while Maretzek fell back to 
third. Himyar, being undbie on account 
of a bad foot to answer any 
demand forextra service, remained fourth. 
Thus the horses entered the home-stretch, 
and it was clear from this that the race was 
Patti’s. However, Lizzie made a gallant 
struggle for the prize, and finished second by 
a length, Maretzek third, Himyar fourth, 
Annie G. fifth, Waterloo sixth, Edison sev- 
enth. Time, 1:44. 

The second race was for the Viley Stakes 
for 3-year-olds, one and a half miles, $100 en- 
trance, $50 forfeit, S600 added. Out of 
twenty-one entries four came to the post. 
consequently the purse was worth 
$1,600. ‘The starters sold in the pools 
as follows, with Getaway out as too 
great a favorit: Bend Or $55, Arthilla 
$35, Lucy Lisle $8. The horses were given 
a fair start. from the half-mile post, Bend Or 
having slightly the best of it, Getaway.sec- 
ond, Lucy Lisle third. At the end of a quar- 
ter of amile Getaway showed in front, and 
appeared to be making an effort to runa race 
from end to end, as Hattie had done; in fact, 
as it turned out, he was engaged in that very 
pastime. Bend Or had fallen back to 
fourth, Arthella second. Coming to the 
judges’ stand at the end of the half- 
mile Bend Or was let out, and under 
a steady pull he went up second. Getaway 
had his head, and was going ata slapping 
gait. In. this order the horses finished the 
next quarter, or man | running with free 
rein but no urging, four lengths ahead of 
Bend Or, Arthella third. To- 
wards the end of the mile Bend Or 
and all the others moved up, and when the 
post was passed Getaway led by only a 
length, some thought by only half a length. 
A shout went up that Bend Or had captured 
the favorit, but before the sound had died 
away Getaway went away from Bend Or 
again, and at the top of the hill had a clear 
lead of several lengths, with Bend Or see- 
ond and Arthella third. It now appeared 
to be Getaway’s race easy, and just as the 
spectators were. settling to that conclusion 
Bend Or exhibited a splendid burst of speed, 
while his flanks trembled with the lash. , In 
a twinkling he canieé up on the inside 
alongside of Getaway, whose jockey ap- 
peared to be surprised at the sudden appari- 
tion.

THE TORONTO REGATTA, 

Spectcl Disvatch to The Chicago Tribune. 
Toronto, Sept. 12.—The ,weather this 
morning was magnificent, and at 7 o’clock, 
the hour fixed for starting, the water was 
smooth as glass, while a light breeze was 
blowing from the southwest. About ten 
minutes to 7 the Ida Alice, with the referee 
on board, took the judge’s yacht into posi- 
tion, and then the boat steamed over the 
course. At 7:30 the oarsmen were called 
out, and shortly after Koss was seen puiling 
down the course, being the first to cet into 
position on the outside. Koss ldoked confi- 
dent, and was as cool as acucumber. Court- 
ney and Ten Eyck were soon atter him, 
and then came the Halifax pair, Conley 
and Hamm, in their blue jerseys. Conley 
was rowing in remarkably good form, 
and created a very favorable impression. At 
this early hour there were a large number of 
small boats on the bay, and, in addition to 
the referee’s boat, the Alice Cuthbert, the 
Prowett Beyer, and the Golden City were on 
the water and crowded with passengers. A 
great deal of time was now lost waiting for 
Lee, but there was nosignof him. At ten 
‘minutes past 8 o’clock the referee gave the 
order to get into position. At 8:15 Maj. 
Draper fired the gun, and the start was made. 
Ross, on the outside, caught the water first, 
with Ten Eyck second, and Conley 
third. The start, however, was such 
a good one that no striking ad- 
varitage was gained. Before 200 yards 
had been traversed, Ross began to show in 
front, with Courtney on the inside second, 
Conley third, Ten Eyck fourth, and Hamm 
fifth. Ross was striking about thirty-two, 
while Courtney and Conley were rowing up 
to thirty-three. The positions gave no ad- 
vantage, as the course was clear and water 
smooth.

The Halifax crew. had the inside station, 
which, as the wind had slightly in- 
creased, gave them an advantage. After 
a little jockeying a good start was 
effected, both crews catching the water sim- 
ultaneously. ‘the Halifax crew, who were 
rowing steadier, soon began to draw ahead. 
At the Church street wharf they were lead- 
ing, though it was difiicult to say by how 
much, as the boats were very far a part. The 
Morris-Lee crew now began to steer very 
wildly, and got into rougher water. The 
Halifax men were striking thirty-nine to the 
minute and keeping a beautiful course, while 
the other crew were rowing thirty-eight.

very northerly course, far beyond the accus- 
tomed track into the North Atlantic, where 
sioamers and sailing-vesseis rarely or never 
come. 

During the remainder of the day the storm 
kept steadily on, and at dark, when it was hoped 
the wind would abaie, it rather gained in force. 
The stip was careening badly, and now and then, 
as sbe was carried by the wind over the crest of 
a wave, she would fall into the trough, broad- 
side ov, with a frightful lurch, and a heavy sea 
would go over her. 

The coutinual rolling had dislodged every- 
thing movable in the cabins, ana at every Jurch 
of the ship a coofused mass of glassware, crock - 
ory seats, and trunks was lunge across the 
salooa, to the jeopardy of life and limb of the 
occupants. The passengers barricaded them- 
seives in their staterooms for protection from 

‘the tlying débris and waited the result. 

in the forcnoon uf the second day after the 
disaster the engineers by indefatigabie exer- 
tions bad succeeded in bandaging witb stcel 
rings and chains the fractured shaft, and, as the 
sea was slightly calm, they ventured to start the 
engines at one-fifth speed. This at once af- 
forded great relief, as it stopped the frightful 
rolling. But the pitching which took the place 
of the rolling was very dangerous to the frac- 
tured shaft. As about three times a minute the 
wheel was raised above the water, and, fiying 
around with rapidity, struck suddenly into the 
wave again, the strain on the shaft was im- 
mense. lt was too much to éxpect that the shaft 
would endure the strain day in and day out dur- 
ing the storms she was likely to mect until the 
ship bad traversed the 1,200 miles that separated 
her from the American coast. Kutas hour after 
hour and day after day passed, the vervous 
watching for the stoppifg of the cagines grad- 
uallv decreased. The increasing confidence of 
the cngineers in the sbaft led them to put on 
more and more steam, and at last, on tbe after- 
noon of the tenth day from the break, the rocky

If the Disease Exist It 
Stamped Out. 


The Governor of Lilinois, according to a dis- 
Patch in yosterday’s Tripuns, has been re- 
quested Ly the United States Cattle Commission 
to give his attention tq the danyer attcnding 
the trade in calves brought bere trom the East- 
ern States that are liabie to be infected with the 
pleuro-pheumonia. The Governor is said to be 
investigating the subject, and may find it neces- 
sary to issue a proclamation scheduling the 
States in which the disease exists and prohibit- 
ing the traffic with them. 

Mr. H. H. Cooly, of the Stock-Yards, said last 
evening, “ These calves are bought up in the 
Eastern States by dealers, who, when they have 
collected a car-load, ship them West. Here they 
are sold tovcountry dealers, who may distribute 
them amoung the farmers on mortgages. They 
are not veal calves, but are stock, or as the 
Eastern people call them, ‘store’ calves, They 
are sent West because the farmers out here 
have pienty of lang and range, and can raise 
them, while the Eastern farms are not large 
enough for this purpose. 

“Unless tnere is danger of disease,.the trade 
in these calves Ought to be permitted. ‘Whe 
Western farmers want them, and the business 
itself is legitimate. This year the receipts are 
not more than half as large as they were last, 
but prices are about the same. Last fall, for 
six or eight weeks, from 4,000 to 6,000 head were 
handied a week at the yards, while now I should 
think the number was not over 2,000 or 3,000. 
We get very fuw of them, and don’t care for the 
trade. They are a nuisance to a firm which 
bas an cxtensive business to attend to. It takes 
longer to sell one ioad of calves than to dispose 
of several hundred fat cattie.”’ 

“ What States do they come from?” 

“ 1 thought no calves came from places east of 
the Aliegheny Mountains. There may be some 
trom Virginia. 

THEY COME HERE 
from Western New York, Pennsylvania, Ohio, 
Indiana, and Michigan. Th® majority from Ohio 
and New York are of very good wlood, while 
Michigan and Ludiana scnd a good many scrubs. 
I dont think any come from Delaware, Mary- 
land, or New Jersey. I have never heard that 
these culves were infected with the picuro- 
pncumonia, and have not known of a case of 
this disease in the meat. Of course, we are liable 
to strike it.’’ 

“ Where is the disease located?”’ 
fl understand there bave been cases of 

leuro- pneumonia in New Jersey and near New 
ork City, where large herds of cattic are kept 
tor dairy purposes, and fed on brewers’ slops. | 
don't think calves are shipped here from those 
sections. If they have the diseuse they should 
be varred out.” 

“What has been the experience heretofore 
with these calves in the West ?"’ 

* Last winter a great many of them died. This 
mortality was attributed to the lony, coid winter 
and lack of proper care. People went into the 
business and undertoox to raise the bossies, but 
didn't understand how to take care of the ten- 
der creatures, it was not thought that they 
died of pieuro-pneumonia, but of exposuse to 
coid, and an insufiiciency of warm food, ete 

“ What do you think ought to be done ?”’ 

“The matter should be investiguted, and if the 
calves are found disseminating the diseasc, 
trade ip them should be prohipited. So far as 
blooded stock wo, they are quite as likely to 
have the contagion as any Otber kind, and not 
show it for severafdaysafter they have taken 
it. If the disease cxists in the East, the infected 
districts should be cut off from traffic with us 
in these animals. i don't think they have it 
west of the Alieghenies, but they may east of 
that chain of mountains, especially in New 
Jersey. lam inclined to think,” continued the 
gentieman, “ the agitation comes chiefly from 
fear, and not from any actual cases of pleuro- 
pneumonia.

They were taken 
from comfortable etables and the choicest of 
food, shipped in crowded cars, fed on dry hay 
and water, kept standing in the cars often for 
more thanaday at some station, and finaily 
filled up with food which, no wmat- 
matter how rich it might be, was not 
what they bad been accustomed to, and which 
did notagree with them. The sickoess created 
among stock calves in this way might and 
doubtiess was often mistaken for pleuro“pneu- 
monia. “ HoWever,” continued Mr. Adams, 
there are doubtiess occasional cases of pleuro- 
neumonia in the East, and, inasmuch as there 
Sa possibility of its being sent out here, Gov. 
Cullom should at once have the matter investi- 
gated. if asingi® case of the disease is found 
in any of the stock from the East, then 
the proclamation, as suggested in THE 
TRIBUNE, sbould be _  issucd. Of course 
it would be a serious blow to the 
trade, because there is not a single Western 
State that has stock cattle enough, but it would 
be the safe thing to be done. As vet. though, I 
think there is no cause tor alarm.’ Mr. Adams 
thought that a good way for the Governor to 
discover what grounds there were for alafin 
would be to have a competent veterinary sur-

Wicuira, Kas., Sept. 9.—I stated in a for- 
mer letter that the lands in this (Sedgwick) 
county, a& the date of the organization 
of the county, 1870, belonged to the age 
Indians and the United States.

FINANCIAL. 


Stocks opened weak, but withodt any special 
feature, the market improved, and at the close 
was strong. Money was in sufficient supply at 5 
percent. Clique manipulation was not notice- 
ably at work in any direction, though Gould 
was reported to be selling Wabasb and Western 
Union. Some realization was observed, and at 
one time it gave the market a heavy look. 

As regards Western Union the point was cir- 
culated that it would sell at 93 before 3 p. m. on 
Tuesday. It is a gteat convenience to have a 
point definit, not only as to price, but as to time. 
A great deal 6f money has been lost hitherto on 
points because they failed to state “ when” the 
price predicted would be reacbed. Mr. Gould 
bas evidently determined to change all this. 
Stocks were reported to be tending easily, ex- 
cept St. Paul. If there has been no new pool 
formed in this stock—and the report of sucha 
pool is denied—it seems to be at least certain 
that the Directors of the company have been 
buying it largely. 

New York advices state that the short interest 
is greatly reduced. 

Michigan Central is said to be heuvily over- 

sold, and the clique who sold it down from 130 
are now advancing the price. 
Cammack was among those short of Ohio & 
Mississippi. He gave orders last week to cover. 
The pool were waiting for just such opportyni- 
ties, and rushed the price up to 60, causing Cam- 
mack a heavy loss, at which there was great re- 
joicing among the brokers on the floor, who, it 
would seem thereby, are not fond of Cammack.

When was Pullman ex-dividend and ex-rights? 
Sept. 3, the stockholders said at their 
meeting last Thursday; after Sept. 10 the Gov- 
erning Committee of the New York Stock Ex- 
change decided yesterday. The answerto the 
question means a considerable difference in 
money to those who sold at the high prices of 
Friday and Saturday, believing that, according 
to the resolution of the stockholders, they were 
getting 145 forthe stock, ex-rights ad divi- 
dend. But, according to the Governing Com- 
mittee of the Stock Exchange, they will be com- 
pelled to deliver the rights and the dividend to 
the purchaser. Against the action of the Govern- 
ing Committee is cited the fact that the previous 
issue of new stock was made in precisely the 
same way, and no objection was madetoit. It 
is also pointed out that the rules of the Stock 
Exchange confer on the committee in question 
no power to step within the limits of any cor- 
poration ang direct how it shall manage its af- 
tairs. The stockholders can do as they think 
best with their property—give it away if they 
wish to do so. This is true, Vut it is also true 
that the brokers on the Stock Exchange are un- 
der its direction. And if the Stock Exchange 
says Pullman sold between Sept. 3 and Sept. 10, 
inclusive, carries rights and dividend, the 
brokers who sold Pullman between those dates 
will have to deliver these emoluments with 
the stock. Pullman was 180 bid, ex-dividend 
and ex-rights, with no stock for sale. 

The report of an overissue|of Denver & Rio 
Grande bonds is officially denied. 

The Chattanooga and Louisville & Nashville 
Companies are said to have come to an agree- 
ment that the Directors of one cémpany shal! 
be Directors of the other. Chattanooga will 
make a statement this week, showing earnings 
of 10 per cent net for the year, and will declare 
a semi-annual dividend of 3 percent.

The World says, with regard to “hio & Missis- 


by the proceedings instituted in the Circuit 
Court of the Southern District of Ohio for the 
appointment as Receiver of a man who, in the 
administration of the affairs of the Ohio & Mis- 
sissippi Railroad, will ignore the Baltimure & 
Ohio Railroad interests, as was announced in the 
telegraphic news columns of the World this 
morning. .These proceedings, coming simul- 
taneously with reports that strong parties were 
in the fieid seeking to wrest the control of the 
road from the Baltimore & Ohio Company, in- 
duced the shorts to cover, and the demand, com- 
ing concurrently with a light supply of the 
stock, explains the sharp advance already noted. 

It is remarkable that railroad earnings, as re- 
ported by the Financial Chronicle, show an in- 
crease rather than a decrease in the percentagg 
of gain on the enormous figures of last year. 
While July this year gained only 17 per cent 
over July of last year, August of 1881 makes a 
gain of 23 per cent over August 1880, which in 
its turn was l percent ahead of August, 1879. 
Earnings have increased 23 per cent, while mile- 
age bas increased only about 12 per cent. In 
August, 1881, the earnings per mile were $567.50, 
against $517.50in August 1880. The Chronicle's 
exhibit of earnings is as follows:

the manner born, having also entire contidence 
in the intrinsic value of the property, will never 
part with that control, either to the sharehold- 
ers of rival trunk lines or to other competing 
interests.

Clothing. millinery goods, and 
cognate lines were receiving a liberal snare of 
attention, and were firmly beld. Bootsand shoes 
were active at full prices. In the grocery 
market there were no chauges worthy of 
mention. Trade was satisfactory and the 
prevalent feeling was buoyant. A fair business 
was doing in dairy products at sustained prices, 
the tone of the market being strong. There 
were no changes of moment in dried and canned 
fruits, both beihg fairly active and exceedingly 
firm. Dealers in oile report a good business 
doing at sustained prices. Lard oil was higher 
at 93c for extra and 72c for No. 1. Coal was dull 
andeasy.

Our receipts of wheat are very small for this 
season. Farmers have not so much to send fur- 
ward, and are not in such a hurry to send it as 
they might be. In the first place, the existence 
of «a bie premium on futures in this marke® 
tends to keep wheat back. it costs very little 
to carry it in the country, and ic per 
bu is big pay for holding wheat till 
the beginning of November. it the 
premium sbould materiaily diminish we might 
see an increase in receipts, but there wuuld be 
no certainty of it then. The country millers have 
about all the orders for flour that they can fill, 
and at good prices as compared with wheat quo- 
tations. Someof them are making as much as 
$1.00 per barrei profit, and can well afford to pay 
better prices for the wheat than the farmer 
could obtain by sending it here. There may be 
a change in conditions towards the close of navi- 
gation, but it is not probable that any consider- 
ubie quantity of Minnesota wheat of the crop of 
1881 will leave that State in the berry anyhow. 

Our posted wheat is being taken by millers in 
Milwaukee, Bloomimgton, and Peoria, a well as 
sinaller places. They want it so badly that they 
were paying $1.23 for it yesterday, with fresb re- 
ceipts selling at $1.264@1.27. All of which sug- 
gests that the wheat could not bave been very 
badly spoiled anyhow. Was it acase of being 
frightened before being burt? 

A letter from Bremen reports that long and 
Short clears for December delivery had been 
selling in that market at 40435 marks per W 
kilos, which is equal to 7 @#8e per Ib in Chicago. 
The letter says that an enterprising firm in this 
city bad bought large quantities in Bremen at 
the above quotations. If so, the folks of that 
benighted section may yet enjoy the luxury of a 
genuine American corner in meats. 

The wag of the Board uf Trade says that 140 
per cent of the crops of 1881 was Idést through 
bad weather, etc., and now the recent rains have 
destroyed 20 per cent of the crops of next year. 
Under such conditions, who would not be a bull ? 

The Millers’ Journal (England) shows that 
wheat shipped from Sau Francisco to Liverpool 
may gain enough in weight, by the absorption 
of water, to pay the cost of transportation. 
Here is an item which does not often enter into

THE SCARCITY OF VEGETABLES. 

As the cold season approaches, and the tak- 
ing of stock in the “garden-suss”’ department 
progresses, it is becoming evident, painfully so, 
to the lover of “boiled dinuers” or “corned 
beef and cabbage,”’ that this important and to 
the many agreeable act in our daily life will 
have to be played this winter minus one of its 
most essential characters, or the essential will 
have to be paid for at round rates. The festive 
cabbage, whose nativity is Bridgeport, and 
whose name has heretufore been legion, has 
this year succumbed to the incessant drouth of 
the past two mouths, and has largely withered 
and goue to earth, leaving little but the stubbiy 
stumps to tell the tale of its untimely taking off. 
This condition not only applies to “the above- 
named vegetable and to this immediate vicinity, 
but exists all the way down southeast and south- 
west of Chicago, extefiding beyond the Ohio 
Riverand across the Mississippi into Missouri 
ano Kansas. 

The early vegetables of all kinds turned out 
well, and from this stock many preserving ¢s- 
tablishments were wise enough tosupply their 
needs, though at an advance over the prices 
generally paid for late-grown vegetables. Stocks 
a kinds bereafter obtained for this purpose 

st be purchased at a considerable advance 
over the prices paid for several seasons past. 

As has been said above, the southwestern sub- 
urb of this city, “fair Bridgeport,”’ has been 
for years the varadise of the cabbage. There 
acres upon acres have grown and flourished in 
their greenness, this locality alone furnishing a 
large proportion of the commodity needed for 
city consumption. This year drouth ana tne tn- 
evitabie vermin that accompany it have re- 
duced this yield to leas than one-third of that of 
last year, and hotels and lurve restaurants tbat

IN GENERAL. 

The first annual exhibition of the Chicago 
Fair Association was inaugurated yesterday at 
the Driving Park. The unwritten law which 
provides that the first day of a fair shall be de- 
voted to the work of preparation which should 
bave been completed before the opening of the 
show was not infringed in this instance, and the 
attend of visitors was light. On all bands 
was b and extitement. The work of pre- 
paring and putting up the smaller tents and 
stamds progressed rapidly, and by the hour of 
opening to-day all will be m order. Great im- 
provements and additions have been made in 
the accommodations for visitors, and the tens 
ot thousands who will daily throng the grounds 
during the remainder of the week will tind 
themselves amply provided for. : 

A very large number of additional exhibits 
were brought upon the ground during the day, 
and the hall which is devoted to theexbibition 
of tlowers, fruit, houschold manufactures, farm 
acd dairy products, women’s work, and the like, 
gives promise of forming one of the most at- 
tractive features of the show. Comparatively 
a small portion of the poultry exhibit had ur- 
rived at the bour of Opening, but many Coops 
of tine birds were broucht in yesterday, and this 
branch of the exhibition wiil attain large pro- 
portions. Agricultural implements, machincry, 
and vebiciles will be well represented, most of 
the leading firms having sent in examples of 
their work. Butin ail the classes referred to, 
the arrangements yesterday were not suffi- 
ciently complete to allow a basis for comparison 
between the different exhibits or to give a fair 
idea of what the show actualiy will be when it 
gets weil started. 

The visitors yesterday spent their time mostiy 
in getting the lay of the land and acquiring «

more purticular examination into the merits of 
its different features. Every effort seeins to 
bave been made by the mauagement to render 
tne display worthy of Chicago and to make tbe 
first anoual exhibition a worthy precedent for 
those which are to follow.

A NEW DEAL.

It its under- 
stood that about 250.000 barreis have beer bought 
by Chicago operators, who already have a laree 
protit in the deal. The provision crowd is said 
té6 be going into it beavily. A geutieman from 
(ni City predicted vesterday that €4bere would be 
agreat boont in petroieum. Prices have been 
very low, and people say they can see no reason 
why they should remain down while everything 
else is guing up. 

The principal spring in the movement is be- 
lieved to be the Standard Oil Compuny, which, 
baying secifred a big stock of crude oil, is now 
putting up the price in order to freeze out the 
small retinerics. This game of the monopoly 
has been worked before with success, bul this 
time, for some reason or otber, it bas let more 
outsiders into the retining business than usual. 
‘Ten or twelve bave sprung up lately, it is said, 
1a Cleveland. The monopoly works up the price 
of crude oil on these outsiders, and puts dbwn 
thé price of che refined article, and they are 
svon teit without an occupation. 

The company is understood to be-quite willing 
that the wveneral public should speculate in 
petroleum, especially as they are on its side, and, 
from it, 
they will do no more than bas been done before. 
The monopoly knows very well that its clutch is 
toe firm for it to be shaken off, even if it should 
cohdescend to become a “ tailer,”’ 

One of the points given tor the rise is the re- 
port that the bradford district, which is now the 
rigdbest ode in the Pennsylvania oil regions, 
suffered a big loss in production last mwoutb as 
compared with Fuly. Some people argue that

WAYWARD WAIFS. 


The New York Juvenile Asylum and 
Its Western Agency at Normal. 
To the Editor of The Chicago Tribune. 

CHICAGO, Sept. 12.—The case of Amanda 
Lyons, the young girl who was recently brought 
from the Western Agency of the New York 
Juveniic Asylum and Ieft d»stitute in this city, 
has been given a good deal of notoriety py the 
press ol the city. and it seems tome that there 
is danger of injustice being done the societ¥ and 
the public mind unfairly prejudiced against the 
work jit is duing if the matter Were left as it now 
stands. A recent visit to Bloommgton afforded 
ime the opportfnity to visit its Western Agency 
at Normal, in charge of Mr. E. Wrigit, to Jjearn 
what li could of the practical work of tie organ- 
ization, and espevially that department for 
which its Western Agency is maintained—viz.: 
the placing of dependent children in homes in 
this @State, that being a work in which, 
ws is known to many, I have 
felt and still feel a specia: interest 
Witbout, then, any purpose of justifying, or 
even excusing, the abandonment ef Amanda 
Lyvunsin tois city, my purpose is to show that 
the objects and purposes of te society are 
good, and that it is doing go®d work in the main, 
and shuuld not ve condemned in toto for even 
sueh an unfortunate occurrence as is furnished 
by the casc of Amanda Lyons. 

‘The main business of the society is not the 
shipping of juvenile paupers and criminais 
Wey, and throwing them upon the communities 
uncared for, to be|a curse and scourge to 80- 
ciety, as might be inferred from the tenor of 
soipe Of the vewspaper articies which bhuve ap- 
peared of late. The society is incorporated 
under an act of the General Assembly of the 
State of New York, passed June WW, 1451. Its 
objects, as stated jn the act of incorporation, 
are “toreceive and take charve of such chil- 
dren between the ages of 7 and l4 years as way 
be voluntarily intrusted to them by their pa- 
rents Or guardians or committed to their charge 
by competent authority, and to provide for their 
support, and to atflurd them the means of moral, 
intellectual, and industrial education.” it is 
nianaged by a board of twenty-four Directors, 
of woum the Mayor of the city and other officials 
are ex-otlicio members. Among: its present 
Board of Directors are A. R. Wetmore, Peter 
Cooper, end otheg well-known philanthropists. 
lhe institution igboth educational and correc- 
tional in its character, and is designed for the 
care and correction of truant, vicious, criminal, 

d wayward children, who are’ committed to it 
by the cotrts, or may be voluntarily committed 
by purents or guardians. The board has the 
power to indenture children, till of lawful age, 
to persong Of suitable character. It was cstab- 
lithed and is maintained in part by, voluntary 
contributions and in part by tbe city, the char- 
ter providing that, when a given amount of 
money (ini the first instance $50,000) had been 
raised by voluntary subscription, an eyual sum 
should be paid by the city, to be together ex- 
pended in procuring the necessary sites, erecting 
buildings, etc., ett, The origioal sum has since 
been largd¢ly added to, but on the same condi- 
tion, Onerbalf the amount being furnished by 
voluntary subscriptions and the other balf by 
the city. The curporatiqn receives from the 
city the sum of $60 per anoum for each child 
received arid cared for by the asylum, and pro- 

tionately for each tractional purt of a year. 
talso shares in the commeun-school fund in 
pro to the number of children in the 
schoois maintained ty ic. In its management 
and contrai m 1 imaeyendent, except that the 
Mavor and other officials are wembers of the 
bourd. The cbildren in ite care have three hours 
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trial employment, such as gurdeuing, shuc- 
making, tallonng, sewing and repairing, baking, 
cte, itis, in short, just such an institution for 
the training, carc, education, and vorrection of 
delinquent children a8 we greatly need ip this 


cily. 

The Western Agerney, at’ Normal, was estab- 
lished some tifteen years ago. for the purpose 
of placing such children of the asylum as wore 
without friends to care for them in bowmes, and 
keoping a supervision oyer them till they 
reuched years of. maturity and needed no fur- 
ther care. During this Ume about 4,000 children 
have been brought West and placed in bhoimes, 
oran average of about WO per annum. But 
during this time che average number of com- 
mitments to the asylum hag been about 775 per 
aunuUm; " that it will be seen that the main 
business 6f the society bas not been the sbip- 
ping of pauper chiidren West, but that only such 

ave been scent as were without parents or legal 
guardians, and who, by preparatory § dis- 
cipline and training in the «asylum, 
were supposed to be properly titted to be placed 
in country homes. 1 find that Mr. and Mrs. 
Wright arc regarded by the best people of Nor- 
mal,amoug whom they haye lived for fifteen 
years, as thoroughly reliable, upright, Christian 
people. and that theic sens also enjoy the conii- 
cence of the community a8 young men of ex- 
emplary character, and I did not learn that avy 
charge had ever been made against cither oT 
them till this case of Amanda Lyons came up. 
From statements made me by Mr. Wright, as 
well as the records of the office, it scems to me 
that be is doing bis work in & careful and pru- 
dent manner, exercising all proper care jn the 
placing of the cemidren in families, and atter- 
wards in a careful supervision by persvual 
visits, correspondence, otc. The case of Amanda 
Lyons isan unfortunate one, and,as before 
said, admits of no justification, though there 
are palliating circumstances, The record of the 
girl shows that within less than four years she 
had been placed in, 1 think, six different homes, 
and bad iu the meantime ppent considerable 
intervais of time at the agency. In an inter- 
view with her she admitted that when she got 
tired of a place she acted sp bad as to compel 
them to take her back to the agency. When 
asked why she did so, she said ** she wasn’t go- 
ing to be made a dog of, und have to wor 
without getting anv pay for it.” Her state 
ment to me of abuse by the sons of Mr, Wright 
differed materiaily trom those she made to 
others. She was returned to the agency for 
the last time in the last of July, baving been 
in a place in Ford County since the jd of March 
last. Soon after Mr. Wright went to Now York 
she became very troublesome and invorfigible, 
using such abusive and obscene language that 
Mrs. Wright was compefied to place ber under 
restraint. ‘To cap the climax, she charged the 
two sons of Mrs. Wright with scandalvus of- 
feuses which she believed to be utterly false. 
Mrs. Wright felt that, for) the sake of. her 
sons, she must be got rid of in some 
Way, and, in the absence of her bus 
band, brought her to this city, intending 
to place her in the House of the Good Sgep- 
herd, where they had previously placed a girl 
under similar circumstances., Kut upou reach- 
ing the institution she was told the girl could 
not be received: unleas admitted by a Police 
Justice. Feeling that sbe cauld not take ber 
home on account of the s@andalous charges she 
had made against her sons, she directed ber to 
the Home for the Friendless, as is aircady 
known. These, I think, are the actual fuets 
in. the cuse; and, while the mildest term 
Wy which her action can be characterized 
iS that it was a very grave error of judg- 
ment, some allowance’ shuu'd, | think, be 
made on the score of the mother's anxicty 
and concern for the good name of her sons. 
Mr. Wright informed me that, had be en 
home, be should, as a last resort, have retyfoed 
her to the New York society, as 
was his custom in cases of incorrigibles, 
it not being the purpose oO the 
socicty to bave such remain in the fest to 
bring discredit upon the work of the society. 

The charge that children brougbt West are 
sold has no other foundation thau this: that it 
nas been the rulc of the society to require those 
tou whom children were indcutured to‘pay $12 to 
reimburse the suciety for the expenses incurred 
in bringing them West. But Mr. Wright in- 
formed me that be had long felt dissatistied with 
this reyuirement, and, on his recent visit to New 
York, formaily ae geomet the board to discuon- 
tinue this, du the groufld that families who 
voluntarily assume the care of a destitute 
child should not be in any way taxed for any cx- 
penses betore ey into their hands. 

it seems td uif that the work of the Westcrn 
Agency is being conducted on the whole 
elticicutly, honestly, and wisely. That mistakes 
and errors of judgment are made, 1 have no 
doubt, and this treatment of the case of 
Amanda Lyons was a very serious onc. But 
years of faithful and eflicient service should 
not be lost sigbt of in view of one such error. 
There is a prejudice in the minds of many 
against this work of placing dependcnt children 
from our citics in country bomes, on the 
geound that such children contaminate others 
with whom they are brought iato association. 
There is some force in this, but such children 
are in the wegid without any fault of their own, 
and must live somewbere. If left uncarcd for, 
nine out of every ten will tura out badly, and 
become a curse and scourge (0 socicty, while the 
records of all societies engaged in the work of 
placiug them ‘in country bomes show with 
great uniformity that not more than one in ten 
so placed turas out badly. Surely such resufts 
fully wa?rant the work now being done. and 
call for greatly enlarged efforts in this direc- 
tion.

Electric Ald for Gold«-Seekecrs—Edison 
on the Chances of Finding Kyd’s 
Treasure with an Indaction Bal- 
ance.

+ THE JONES MURDER. 

Thé Prince Albert Jones murder trial con- 
tinued to ovcupy the attention of the court yes- 
terday. Judge Rogers overruled the objections 
to the admission of the dyihg déciarauons of the 
deceased, and the verbal deciaration alleged to 
have been made to Theodore Jones was admit- 
ted, although the written statement drawn up 
by a clerk of Justice Mecch was ruled out, 
Theodore Jones, a brother of Prince Albert 
Jones, and of the deceased, testified that on sev- 
eral occasions prior to thg shooting he had 
beard Prince Albert make threats that he 
would kill James. He also testified 
that James had made a dying statement to him, 
in which Jamos said that Prince Albert had done 
the shooting. After this testimony the prosecu- 
tion rested their case, and the defense was 
opened. Witnesses were called who testified 
that Prince Albert was a peaceabic, unoffending 
individual, and that James wus a desperate, 
dangerous character, and that James had re- 
peatedly made threats that he would take Prince 
Albert's life. kn conversation with the counsel 
on cither side the reporter found that the pruse- 
cution .badn’t the shaduw of a doubt that the 
trial would send Priuce Albert to the gullows, 
while the defense said they had deveioped a 
new and unexpected bonanza of evidence that 
could not fail to secure a verdict of acquittal 
tor their client.

A SHARP TRANSACTION. 

A bill was filed yesterday in the United States 
Circuit Court by Exzekiei Clark, of lowa City, 
ayainst L. B. Sidway, J. R. Lindgren, J. J. 
Mitchell, and the Illinois Trust & Savings Bank, 
which makes rather serious charges ayainst Sid- 
way. Complainant says that in and prior to 
Ist, Sidway bad held himself out to bea very 
compétent real estate dealer dnd trustworthy 
man, and specially skilled in the values of prop- 
erty around South Park About the lth of 
August, 1872, Sidway represented that he had 
bought from Charlies Cleaver for $10,000 ano 
eighty foot lot fronting on Drexel boulevard, 
Which was certain to soon rise in vaiue. He 
wanted complainant to join in the purchase 
and pay half the price, but the latter 
absolutely refused, thereupon Sidway said 
he had mailed a draft for $2,500 on 
Clark, which he wanted him to _ pay, 
if notaga part of the price 
loan and favor. 
fusing to joinin the speculation on the land, 
and subsequently also paid $450 more to enabic 
Sidway to pay taxes. Sidway at the time of the 
purchase informed Clark the lot was incuimbercd 
tor $5,000, and in 1815 he bought up this note of 
the hokier, thus satisfying it and, as is «claimed, 
cutting himseif or any one claiming under it off 
from any power to foreclose. Affairs ran along 
for several yeurs, Clark occaswmalily asking for 
payment, uatil October, 1575, when Sidway pro- 
posed to give Clark a deed tor an undivided naif 
of the land as security for his advances. This 
Was accepted, and a-short time ago Clark dis- 
covered to Dis astonishmeut that the deed con- 
tained a@covenanton bis part to assume pay- 
ment of half of the $8,000 mortgage. Le 
claims that this was made entirely with- 
out hm knowledge, and that be is not 
bound thereby. in January. I77, Sidway 
pledgek the $5,000 note to the Lil.nois Trust & 
Savings’ Bank to secure a note of bis own for the 
same agiount, and the former note, after hav- 
ing beech solid or transferred to J. K. Lindgren 
for’$2,000, was finally transferred to J. J. Mitch- 
ell by foreclosure of the murtgage securing it. 
and the tand was bid in by Lindgren tor $2,500, 
Ciark now charges that Sidway bas abused his 
trust all through;-that be has been suilty of a 

nudulent attempt to cut complainant out;

WRECKED BY A CYCLONE, 


Terrible Experience in the Iife of a 
Mariner Who Mas Circumnavigated 
the Globe Twenty-three Times. 

Priladeiphia Times. 

James Fisher, Chief Officer of the bark 
Brunswick, which left this port for New Or- 
leans May 16, and was wrecked off the coast 
of Charlestong,durmg here return voyage, in 
the terrible cyclone of Aug. 27 and 2, ar- 
rived at his residence, No. 1234 Congresses 
street, this city, on Monday night. Four of 
the crew were lost, and six survivors were 
rescued after nearly three days of appali- 
ing suffering. Mr. Fisher is a tall, slen- 
der man, of about 55 years of age, 
grizzled, and wrinkled, and bowed with the 
labor of forty years passed upon the sea. He 
has made the vireuit of the globe twenty- 
taree times, and has been wherever a ship 
could go. Speaking of the wreck, he said, 
last night: “Lhave faced death upon the 
ocean many atime, but never before under 
such terrible circumstances. I have been in 
gales in all parts of the world, but | don’t 
believe there ever was a blow that could 
compare to that cyclone. After leaving New 
Orleans we sailed for Pascagoula, Miss., and 
took on a cargo of pitch-pine. We left there 
on our home voyage Aug. 10, and had de- 
lightful weather until the 15th, when we ex- 
perienced a heavy northeast gale. After 
that the elements were kind to us until the 
23d of the month, when we caught a violent 
northeast squall, which kept increasing in 
force until it culminated in the disastrous 
cyclone of the 27th. 

“We were about seventy-five miles off 
Charieston, just a little to the north perhaps, 
and apparently in the véry vortex of the cy- 
clone. We soon discovered that we were ae 
mitting water. Our waterways split at 3:50 
in the morning, the wind blowing so furious- 
ly that you couldn’t hear a word at a dis- 
tance of five feet. Our skipper, Capt. Daniel 
lliggins—a prince among men—and Il con- 
sulted whatto do. Wedecided to throw the 
deck-load, comprising some 35,000 feet of 
timber, overboard. fell, over it wént. We 
wentalong better for awhile, but only for 
awhile. “Che wind seemed to grow stronger 
every second. The vessel lay away over, on 
her lee side, and the water poured in. 
At ll o’cloeck the lee yard-arms were dip- 
ping and the vessel was in danger of capsiz- 
ing. We had to cut down the masts to keep 
her from going over. She righted, but the 
sea poured over her in torrengs—a roaring 
rushing, irresistible avalanche. Our hol 
was rapidly filling. We felt that the vessel 
must sink, and we threw over everything 
that we could get rid of, in the hope of savy- 
ing her. In trying to break the anchor away 
Theodore Shadduck, a Greek sailor, was 
swept overboard, Il saw him on the crest of 
a mighty wave behind us, and I thought he 
would be swept back. He seemed to think 
so, too, for he cried out, “All rightee, sir.’’ 
But in a moment after he threw up his arms 
and disappeared. That was the beginning. 
Death had come, 

**One boat Aad already been swept away: 
the other and the fdérward house went now, 
and we were left to the mercy of the waves. 
it was every man for himself, and so I told 
the men. They blubbered for awhile of 
course; death’s a terrible thing when it 
comes and laughs right in your tace. ‘No 
use, men,’ said I; ‘every man’s gotto go 
some time. If any of you can pray, why 
pray. Nowis the time. But don’t let us be 
women. Let us die like men.’ Six of us 
lashed ourselves to the stump of thé mizzen- 
mast and three to the spanker-boom. ‘There 
we cowered, the sea beating over ts, until at 
last the cabin Droke up, and the stump of the 
mizzenimast shot upinio the air. We disen- 
caged ourselves as rapidly as possible. Am- 
yose Mannelli. a Spanish sailor, who had 
climbed to the masthead, was drowned The’ 
brok@m mast floated off, and the after-house 
aml skylight went along with it. We 
crawled for our lives toa beam that served to 
fasten the skylight, and lashed ourselves to 
that. The hull broke up, and the cargo 
floated up around us. We were on nothing 
buta raft composed of a part of the deek. 
When we counted heads there were but six 
of us. The rest had floated off and were 
drowned, we scarcely know how. We didn’t 
see or hear them go. Lt was pitch dark, and 
we could hear nothing but the awful roar of 
the elements. 

“So we lay there—all night, fighting the 
sea and wreck. The cargo and broken tim- 
ber fluated up round ps, and we had all we 
could do to keep our Frail craft from -being 
broken to pieces by it and sunk- The wind 
sent the scud flyipg with cutting force 
against our face Ileavy logs, forty 
leet long, were whipped up and twirled 
around like shingles. L> got just a 
little tap of one; it knocked all my front 
teeth down my throat. .In the mornmg we 
banded ourselves together so that the wind 
could strike us—muade a sail of ourselves, so 
to speak—and we slowly worked ourselves 
free from the débris. We had one enemy 
ouly to contend with then—the sea. The 
wind blew all that day and the waters poured 
down upon us. WesawW a. vessel. some ten 
iniles off, but it bore away from us. We saw 
other vessels, but none of them seemed to 
sight us. So we drifted that day and the 
next, hungry, thirsty, and despairmg. Three 
of our men, who had been drinking salt 
water, began to lose their minds. * One—the 
negro steward—wanted to eat his hands. Whe 
two others—sailors—imagined they were still 
in the foreeastie of the vessel and engaged ina 
quarrel over an imaginary theft wf tobacco, 
and wanted to gut each other with their 
Knives. We could seareely control them, 
but we managed it somehow. We had drift- 
ed down near Savannah, after vainly striv- 
ing to signal passing vessels. We were weak 
and heipless, and had almost given up hope, 
when pilot-Doat No. 5, Capt. James Bell, 
sighted us and took us up. Perhaps we 
weren't glad. We would have cheered, but 
we were too weak. ButI want to thank him 
and some others now. We were made as 
comfortable as possible to Savannah. The 
Savannah Steamship Company gave free 
assage to all_of us who wanted to come 
North, and the Boston owners of the Bruns- 
wick telegraphed our Captain to take good 
care of the men. ‘I landed barefooted and 
bareheaded, and with nothing on but my 
shirt and trousers. I arrived here last night 
with just what I have on.”
